Holland -ays: ''There mutt be something 
radically wrong in our educational system, when 
youths are generally unfitted for the stations which 
they are to occupy, or are forced into professions 
for which they have no natural fitness."' And 
again in the same article he says, " I do not care 
how much knowledge a man may have acquired 
in school, that school has been a curse to him if 
its influence has been to make him unhappy iu his 
place, or fill him with futile ambitions." It is no 
doubt true, as Mr. Holland and other writers affirm, 
that our present system of education tends to un- 
fit the pupil for the humble positions of life, and 
fill the mind with the idea that life is a failure un- 
less a position can be reached above mediocrity, 
or beyond the reach of cominoB people. Ambi- 
tion points to a greatness not or intrinsic I 
but of comparative value —a spirit which strives 
not so much for the accomplishment of substan- 
cial results as to excel. While these would-be re- 
formers are right as to the effects, they seem to fail 
in comprehending the cause, and lay the whole 
blame at the door of the school room, The fact 
is, schools are public institutions, and as public in- 
stitutions they must supply the public demand. 
So long as parents demand that their children 
shall be educated into etherial nothingness, or im- 
becile waifs to float upon fortune's tide, just so long 
the very existence of public schools depends upon 
the manufacture of an article to supply the de- 
mand. These facts in regard to our system of 
public instruction, are the results of causes which 
lie at tbe very foundation of human society. 
Our statisticia and census compilers divide soci- 
ety into two classes — producers and non produ- 
cers. By the first they mean those whose labor 
brings forth things of value or use to mankind, 
and by the second they mean those who produce 
nothing themselves, but draw their sustenance, 
either honestly or dishonestly, from the fruits of 
productive labor. And as the first class includes 
commerce, speculation, professions and offices, it 
includes the shining lights, beside which such 
men as Hoe, Morse, Fulton, the Stevenses, and 
hosts of others, are but stars of the second mag- 
nitude. The goal of our hopes is not the accom- 
plishment of works which shall bring rewards 
commensurate to the benefits which they bestow. 
but the gaining by som*- of position and 

power — position which shall gratify personal pride, 
and power which 3hall enable its possessor to live 
in luxury and ease. It is an undeniable fact that 
he who depends upon physical labor alone for his 
living, become* a drudge, and, to a certain ex- 
tent, a menial. Nor is it strange that parents 
. 1 not wish thai " 3 educated 

for such positions, or that young men and w< 
should not choose thera of tl '■• It

and servitude, and we would save our child from 
these hardships if we could, therefore we will ed- 
ucate him that he may get his living easier, and, 
possibly, gain wealth and honor, which simply 
means he shall be educated for the ranks of tbe 
non-producers. Our position is something like 
this : labor is a matter of necessity, not of choice 
— luxury and exemption from toil are the points 
to be reached, and as commerce and the profess- 
ions are less laborious, and most often lead to the 
desired goal, they are of course the most attract- 
ive ; and so long as they remain the most attract- 
ive, reform writers will need complain that many 
good farmers and mechanics are spoiled to make 
very poor lawyers and doctors, and that the pro- 
ductive power of the couatry is weakened by so 
many young men and women flocking to the 
towns and cities. 

Education becomes the means or power to raise 
its possesser up out of the grooves, the worm ruts 
of labor, which implies that only the ignorant 
should be doomed to toil, while the natural right 
of the educated and refined is to transact the bus- 
iness of the country, and draw princely compen- 
sation from the products of labor. 

We have then presented to us this enormity — 
free schools for the education of the masses, and 
an undercurrent of feeling pervading society that 
the educated should get their living without la- 
bor, and as a natural result, we have every pro- 
fession, and every branch of commerce, ere 
to the very verge of starvation. 

But my object is only to give some hints as to 
a judicious choice of occupation for those fortu- 
nate enough to enjoy the benefits of our varied 
institutions of learning, and of course the ques- 
tion for the parent or student to settle is which 
field presents the greatest inducements — profess- 
ions, traffic, or productive labor. That the two 
former have held the balance of attract! veues* in 
the past is conceded — but will they continue to 
so in the near future ? 

■ That commerce and the professions are terribly 
overcrowded at the preseut time is too evident to 
admit of argument. The greedy scramble for th«- 
crumbs that drop from the hard hand of labor is 
something marvellous, and is only equalled by a 
hungry herd of half fed animals struggling for 
the lion's share.

We have one in use, and cannot speak in too 
high .terms of its merits. While it is not a steamer 
it cooks by steam, but not in contact with the 
meat. The principle of the thing is that a tightly 
closed vessel containing the meat to be cooked is

Disinfectants in the School fioom,

FIELD HIGH SCHOOL. 

Among the most interesting developements of 
science are those th jolted from the mi- 

nute and careful experiments conducted by Pro- 
fessor Tyndall and others, showing the great 
quantity aud variety of organic substances that 
are constantly floating 10 the air. Evidence is 
steadily accumulating tending to substantiate the 
theory that many epidemic and contagious dis- 
eases are communicated by means of these invis- 
ible floating spores. That they are often carried 
in great numbers in the fibres of the clothing 
from sick rooms, and from the immediate vicinity 
of diseased persons, can scarcely be doubted. 
ise has often broken out where such a con- 
ioa of cause and effect £ : < and 

no other. Another result of experiment is the 
belief that proper disinfectants aro the most effec- 
tive means for the destruction of thcs>e seeds of 
disease, The opinion was quite prevalent, a few 
years since, that belladonua, taken as a medicine, 
had considerable virtue as a preventive against 
scarlet fever. This opinion has been lately quite 
generally abandoned, while some, at least, believe 
that a judicious use of disinfectants affords much 
greater security against that and kindred diseases. 
While sulphurous acid, chloride of lime, and car- 
bonate of lime cannot be used without inconve- 
nience, on account of their unpleasant odor, in 
frequented rooms, chemical s< B recently 

brought out a disinfectant apparently more effec- 
tive than either, which can be safely and < 
niently used anywhere, since it is free from odor, 
and when properly diluted, doe3 no harm to the 
color or texture of carpets or furniture. This is 
bremo-chloralum. Would it not be worth while, 
as a sanitary measure, occasionally to sprinkle the 
floors of our school rooms, churches, and other 
assembly rooms with it ? If this were done at the 
close of a session, the air, instead of being kept 
in its foul condition until the next gathering, would 
be cleansed of its impurities. If the sprinkling 
were repeated just before the pupils assemble, 
there would be a tendency to lessen the accumu- 
lation of uakealthiness in the atmosphere ot the 
room. No thoughtful person can doubt that the 
question how we may best secure the best sani- 
condition of our school rooms and public 
halls, is worthy of 1 than it ha. j

Practice of Medicine in the College, delivered an 
interesting valedictory address on u The Rise 
and Progress of the Science and Art of Medicine." 
We are pleased to notice the increase in the num- 
ber of those who seek the full advantages of the 
College. We trust the time may come when ev- 
ery town in New England will have at least one 
thoroughly educated female physician. We be- 
lieve there are at this moment thousands of wo- 
men suflering, with little prospect of relief, whose 
health would be restored or improved, at once, if 
they could only avail themselves of the services 
of competent female practitioners. We believe, 
too, that such, by combining skilled nursing with 
her ordinary practice, might build up a good pay- 
ing business and confer the blessings of health in 
communities where gentlemen physicians are una 
ble to secure a support. We would advise them 
all, wherever they locate, to prepare and deliver 
good, practical, common-sense lectures for the 
special benefit of their own sex. There is a want 
of something of the kind everywhere, and they 
would find it of great service in extending their 
practice and in enhancing their usefulness. A 
per centage of the graduates of our first-class fe- 
male seminaries should every year find their way 
to a good medical college.

Judging from what I saw of the plan- 
tation a few days since, which did not appear to 
have had any extra cultivation, I would think it a 
profitable market variety, if it succeeds as well in 
other soils and localities as it does with Mr. Lord.

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OBITUAKY. 

Died, on Friday, March 22d, 1872, Mrs. Sarah 
Shirk, wife of B. P. Shirk, of this city. Such is 
the record of one who will be remembered by the 
students of 1865, '56 and ? 57. as Miss Sarah J. 
MofTatt. This announcement we know will carry 
sadness to many a school friend, for none knew 
her but to love her. For many years she has 
lived our nearest neighbor, and each succeeding 
year has served to cement more strongly the 
bonds of love. As we are accustomed to estimate 
time, Mr.*?. Shirk died young, being only in her 
thirty -second year. If we u estimate life by deeds 
rather than years," hers was by no means short. 
Her death is an irreparable loss. She leaves a 
family of seven children, the eldest not fourteen 
years of age. We copy the following from the 
Mirror .- 

Until within a few days of her death, almost 
every one who knew her was accustomed to think 
of Mrs. Shirk as the very picture of health and ro- 
bust constitution ; but the seeds of her disease 
were deeply sown, and soon sprang into life and 
speedy growth with fearful rapidity. 

For thirty-six hours previous to her death, she 
knew and realized that she must die, and although 
conscious to the very last moment, only once ex- 
hibited the least excitement, and spoke of her ap- 
proaching death with calmness and resignnienr.

In May, 1853, a school was first opened under the Charter by Miss Francis A, Wood (now Mr*. Shimer) and Miss C. BL Gregory. The 
first Term opened with eleven pupils, and clo. A with forty. Since that time the number in attendence and the prosperity of the Institution have 
been constantly increasing, until it has obtaine " a position truly enviable, aud second to no similar one in the West. 

For twelve years both ladies and gentlemen were received as students. The building became so crowded, and the demand for rooms 30 
great, it was impossible to accommodate all ; hence it was decided best to refuse gentlemen, and receive ladies only. Still, more room was 
needed, and in 1866-*67 the Principals made a second addition to the original building, hoping to again be able to accommodate all who mi»ht 
wish to come. In this they were disappointed, a3 most of the rooms were in demand for ladies as soon as completed, and no room for Gentlemen 
students. Thus it continues a La Jus' Seminary. 

The last addition has not only largely increased the accommodations, but with the changes in the original building the character of the 
accommodations is greatly improved, the room3 for students being much larger and more convenient. 

The Institution has a delightful site, containing twenty-four acres, located in the city of Mount Carroll, CarroH County, Illinois, ten miles 
from the Mississippi River. The Western Union Railroad passes through the place, opening direct communication East, via Freeport to Chicago 
and West, via Savanna, the nearest point on the Mississippi River, to all points North or South, thus making the place easy of access.
